If  there  were  more  grapes  grown  in  the  country 
and  more  grape  juice  made  for  home  use  the 
world  would  be  better  off,  since  the  grape  juice  is 
one  of  the  healthiest  drinks  for  the  human  body. 
A gallon  of  grape  juice  can  be  made  for  less  than 
it  costs  you  to  get  a gallon  of  milk  from  your  own 
dairy.  One  bushel  of  grapes  will  make  from  three 
to  four  gallons  of  good  grape  juice.  If  you  wish 
to  preserve  the  juice,  let  it  just  strike  a boil  and 
can  while  hot,  just  like  you  would  can  fruit  and  it 
wiU  remain  sweet  and  makes  a ver'r  healthful 
and  delicious  drink.

PLUMS. 

HANSKA  HYBRID — Bright  red  with  yellow  flesh 
of  good  quality.  The  flavor,  resembling  that  of  the 
apricot,  is  more  distinct  when  cooked.  Trees  bear 
young,  are  very  hardy,  withstanding  severe  cold. 

RED  JUNE — A good  early  red  plum  of  Japanese 
origin. 

_WILD  GOOSE — Medium  sized  red  plum,  flesh 
juicy  and  of  good  flavor.  A popular,  well-known 
variety. 

ABUNDANCE — Large  reddish  yellow  Japanese 
plum  of  good  quality  and  highly  flavored.  One  of 
the  best  for  home  and  market  use.  Trees  are  vig- 
orous and  good  bearers.

This  variety  should 
be  planted  where  the  pear  is  subject  to  blight.

Flesh  not  as  good  quality  as  some  but 
really  quite  good  if  picked  when  they  turn  yellow 
and  packed  in  a cool,  dark  place  to  mellow.  A 
good  keeper.  Trees  strong  and  heavy  bearers; 
resists  blight. 


APRICOTS. 

MOORPARK — Large  yellow  with  red  cheek  on 
sunny  side.  Fruit  juicy  and  of  rich  flavor.  Trees 
are  hardy  and  good  bearers. 

ALEXANDER — Large,  sweet  and  good.  Early. 

RUSSIAN — A good  variety.  Very  hardy. 


CHERRIES— SOUR 


EARLY  RICHMOND  CHERRY. 


BYEHOUSE — Early  red  cherry,  similar  to  Early 
Richmond  but  a few  days  earlier.  Ripens  in  May 
in  this  locality.

PLANTING  DISTANCES. 


It  would  be  hard  to  give  a definite  rule  for  plant- 
ing that  would  cover  all  conditions.  Some  varie- 
ties need  more  room  than  others,  and  require  more 
space.  The  richness  of  the  soil  and  the  section  of 
the  country  where  the  trees  are  planted  also  affect 
the  growth  and  size  of  the  trees.  It  is  safe  to  as- 
sume that  the  root  system  will  correspond  very 
closely  with  the  top  spread  of  the  tree.  We  offer 
the  following  suggestions,  giving  distances  that 
have  proven  satisfactory  under  average  condi- 
tions.

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Plant  One-Year  Apple,  Peach  and  Pear  Trees. 

We  recommend  to  the  commercial  friut  grow- 
ers and  to  those  who  grow  fruit  in  small  quanti- 
ties to  plant  extra  heavy  one-year  apple,  peach 
and  pear  trees.  The  past  season  has  been  excep- 
tionally favorable  and  we  have  the  finest  block  of 
one-year  trees  to  offer  thaf  we  have  ever  grown. 
The  one-year  peach  is  extra  heavy  and  well 
branched.  The  one-year  anples  are  graded  2 to  3, 

3 to  4 and  4 to  6 ft.  The  peach  is  2 to  3 and  3 to  4 
ft.  The  pear  4 to  5 ft.  high.  These  one-year  trees 
can  be  transplanted  without  loss  and  start  grow- 
ing immediately. 

Our  experience  shows  us  that  the  one-year 
trees  planted  at  the  same  time  of  the  two-year-old 
trees  that  in  five  years  the  one-year-old  trees  will 
be  the  larger  and  produce  more  fruit.  You  will 
make  no  mistake  in  buying  tne  best  grade  of  year- 
old  trees. 

Our  peach  trees  are  budded  from  bearing  or- 
chards, and  our  apple  signs  for  grafting  are  se- 
lected from  the  best  bearing  orchards  in  the 
Ozarks,  and  we  know  they  are  true  to  name.

A VALUABLE  SPRAY 

A valuable  spray  to  be  used  on  apple,  peach 
and  grapes  just  as  the  buds  begin  to  open.  Second 
spray  should  be  used  about  the  time  the  petals  be- 
gin to  fall. 

Put  4 pounds  of  bluestone  in  a sack  and  dis- 
solve in  2 gallons  of  water.  Hang  the  sack  in  an 
earthen  vessel.  Do  not  place  the  bluestone  entire- 
ly under  the  water  as  it  will  not  dissolve.  Slack 

4 pounds  of  stone  lime  in  2 gallons  of  water.  Pour 

this  in  a 50  gallon  barrel,  then  as  quickly  as  possi- 
ble place  the  dissolved  bluestone  in  the  same  bar- 
rel, remembering  that  the  lime  and  bluestone  must 
be  strained.  A very  good  plan  is  to  take  a flour 
sack  and  pour  the  lime  solution  in  the  sack  and  let 
it  strain  in  the  50-gallon  barrel.  Clean  the  set- 
tlings out  of  the  sack  and  at  once  strain  tne  blue- 
stone  into  the  same  barrel.  Dissolve  2 pounds  of 
arsenate  of  lead  in  water  until  it  looks  like  thin 
paint.  Pour  all  to  gether  in  the  50  gallon  barrel. 
Finish  filling  the  barrel  with  water  ana  use  at 
once.
